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REMARKS OF THE SELECTMEN. 


In submitting our report, we desiré to say but few words. It is mat- 
ter of regret to us that we have not been able to keep the expenditures 
within the appropriations. You may say that is the old story; but our 
word for it, when those who are disposed to find fault on this score are 
called upon to serve, they will see that it is impossible for Selectmen to 
do this. It is a matter that the heads of the various departments can 
control much better than the Selectmen, and even the heads of depart- 
ments cannot always do it. Take, for instance, the poor: the law pro- 
vides for their care, and very properly; so that if you do not appropri- 
ate enough, the account must overrun. As will be seen by the Over- 
seers’ report, we have paid over $1500 this year for the care of the in- 
sane. From this there is no escape—the law makes their care impera- 
tive, and fixes the rate which hospitals may charge. 

The town voted that we cause signs to be placed at the corners of the 
several streets. The signs are ready, but we were unable to get posts 
properly seasoned last year. We have contracted with Robinson & 
Jones for chestnut posts at 40 cents each. It will take 150 or more. The 
signs cost $164,25. We have paid for the fountain voted to Felchville, 
$180,72. There was no appropriation for this or the signs. We have 
procured, in accordance with your vote, a bookcase for the law library 
belonging to the town. Itisa good second-hand case, and cost $43,30. 

We wish to call your special attention to the Fire Department. This 
department is charged with the pay of its own officers, who, though 
appointed, are none the less town officers; and the expense of heating 
_ the lockup also comes on this department. We think this should be 
considered when making appropriations, and due allowance made. 

Last Spring, under the plea of economy, the pay of.a portion of your 
officers was materially reduced. We believe this to be poor economy 
—that if this policy is pursued it will work injury to the town. Your 
officers should be paid liberally, so that they can afford to give plenty 
of time and thought to the business of the town, and transact it in a 
proper manner. 

We especially commend the lockup keeper for the neat, tidy and 
faithful manner in which he has kept the lockup, for we think it is due 
to humanity and justice that it should be clean and comfortable. 

The thanks of the whole town are due to Post 63, G. A. R., and also 
to the Ladies’ Relief Corps, for the interest manifested by them in our 
poor soldiers. 

To all who have befriended us in the many trials and tribulations we 
have passed through during the year, we extend our hearty thanks. 
We were inexperienced in.business transactions, and have made mis- 
takes which we regret; but some of our mistakes were needlessly mag-

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nified, and the fact that we were working for a mere pittance seemed 
at times to be forgotten. : 

In closing, we express the hope that you will be fortunate in your 
choice of officers for the coming year, and will deat more liberally by 
them.

It will readily be observed that the cost for support of poor out- 
side the almshouse is increasing yearly, caused in a great measure for 
support of the unfortunate insane who require and deserve our commis- 
eration in losing their reason to the extent of making their incarcera- 
tion inevitable. 

The average number in asylums during the year were nine. One of 
their number has a family that is poor and indigent and will require 
assistance for some years to come, and we aided them during the year 
to the extent of $254.45. About three-fourths of the applicants apply- 
ing for outside relief are widows with small children, or persons sick 
and infirm. As Overseers of the Poor, as tax-payers and as citizens, 
we deplore the fact that the poor, whom we have always with us, 
seem to be increasing in our midst; nor is it any comfort or consola- 
tion-to know that they are on the increase all over the commonwealth, 
and that Natick compares more than favorably with any of our neigh- 
boring towns. We congratulate the tax-payers, and feel elated in 
speaking of the good management and rigid economy displayed and 
practiced by the present efficient Warden, aided as he has been by the 
indefatigable exertions and constant labor of his amiable wife. They 
have spared no pains or labor in whatever pertained to the comfort 
and happiness of the inmates, and in cheerfully aiding the Overseers 
in keeping down expenses to the lowest miuimum. 

Total number of inmates during the year, 30. 

Average number during year, 6. 

Present number in Almshouse, 6. 
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Number of weeks’ board, 320 3-7. 

Number of days’ board, 2243. 

Cost for each inmate per day, including board and salary of Warden 
and family, 46 1-2 cents. The cost also includes the support of 314 
travelers who have been entertained to supper, bed and breakfast, and 
would be equal to 209 1-3 days, or about thirty weeks, and if deducted 
from the cost of inmates, would make the net cost of inmates, which 
includes board, clothes, medicine and medical attendance, 42 1-2 cents 
per day. 

The condition of the almshouse is in every way satisfac- 
tory; the house and barn have been quite extensively and 
thoroughly repaired and painted, and will not require any further out- 
lay for many years. The house and inmates are kept clean and neat, 
and everything is done to make the almshouse a model home for the 
aged, sick, infirm and helpless, and, if possible, to make the almshouse 
self-sustaining, by keeping constantly employed those of its inmates 
who are able to work: The Overseers of the Poor, in accordance 
with a vote of the town at its last annual meeting, took formal posses- 
sion, in the name of the town, of what is known as the ‘‘Kehoe estate.’ 
The town also instructed the Overseers to sell the property, and in com- 
pliance with said vote, we advertised the estate for sale in both the lo- 
cal papers, believing at the time that we would get some one solicitous 
to purchase. But, finding that we could not sell at private sale to ad- 
vantage, we considered the propriety of selling at public auction; and 
after conferring with one of the Assessors, and consulting ourselves, 
we deemed the time unpropitious to sell at auction, as the winter had 
setin. We are of the opinion that itis better to sell than repair, and 
intend to sell the estate at public auction in May next, providing the 
town at the coming annual meeting do not interpose. Mr. Blaney 
paid the town treasurer $81,16, the amount due the estate on the first 
of March, 1882, and the Overseers of the Poor have paid the. treas- 
urer $24.00 received for rent.

Road Commissioners’ Report. 


The road commissioners respectfully submit this, their first an- 
nual report, to the citizens of Natick. | 

The board organized by the election of Albert Meade as chair- 
man, and W. W. Wight as clerk. 

The town was divided into three districts, as follows: 

All south of and including Woodland street, also all east of and 
including Rockland street, and Cottage street to South Main street, 
was set off to Mr. Meade. 

All of the streets remaining on the south side of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad was set off to Mr. Brennan. 

All of the streets lying north of the main line of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad was set off to Mr. Wight. 

The commissioners retained their powers over the whole roads, 
but the repairs on each district was looked after by only one. 

Two Winchendon road scrapers were bought, costing seventy- 
five dollars, and they have well paid for themselves already. 

The gravel pit, known as the Soule pit, on the Plains, having run 
out, we were obliged to buy a new one, Mrs. Kimball selling us all 
of the gravel on one quarter of an acre for one hundred dollars. 
This pit will give us all of the gravel needed for a number of years. 

The South Main street bridge was rebuilt at a cost of $198.32. 
We found that the old covering stones were too short for the new 
bridge, and as they were right for the bridge at James Hall’s, the 
old planks were removed from that and the stone covers put on in 
place. 

The amount of money appropriated for sidewalks was fully ex- 
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pended, according to the instructions given at the last town meet-

Report of Fire Department. 


The following annual report of the Natick Fire Department, for the 
year ending February 1, 1883, we respectfully submit: 

The three companies at the center station have been called out thir- 
teen times during the past year, ending January 1, 1883—ten fires, two 
false alarms, and once for assistance in Wayland. Steamer No. 2 has. 
been called out six times—twice for assistance ‘in the center village, 
once at Southville, and three fires in South Natick. Hose No. 4 of 
Felchville has been out three times—once in Felchville and twice for as- 
sistance in the center village. 

The amount of insurance found on property endangered, was $69,- 
512.70. Amount paid by company, was $23,867.70. The damage was. 
$24,114.80—a loss of $251,10 where there was no insurance. There 
was only one case in the past year where the buildings were totally 
destroyed. Most of that could have been saved had there been water 
and a system of fire alarm of some kind, which is much needed. 

The department is in as good standing as can be expected, for the 
small amount of pay the members receive does not insure the interest 
that should be kept up in a department that has the amount of work to: 
do that this does; and we would recommend that the pay be raised to 
thirty dollars per year for each member, which is little enough to keep. 
up an interest and secure men that are fit for the place. 

The Center house has been remodeled, and is in as good condition as. 
any in Boston for convenience in getting out quickly, and is fully ap- 
preciated by the members. But the improvements should not stop 
here. The rest of the apparatus should be drawn by horses; also some 
way provided to give alarms promptly, and the location of the fire. We 
think it would be a saving, in two ways, to purchase three more horses: 
first, the fire department could be reduced eight men, which would. 
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save, at the pay now given, two hundred dollars; and the road depart-. 
ment could get their teams for what it would cost to keep them. The: 
sum that both departments could save, would go far toward paying for 
the keeping. 

The orders drawn by the Selectmen will show you what has beem 
done with the appropriation. By their report it will be seen that we- 
have overdrawn seven hundred and ninety-one dollars and ten cents.. 
As there was no provision made for the services of the engineers for- 
the year ending May 1, 1882, it was paid out of our appropriation, 
which the Selectmen saw fit todo. This made three hundred and twen-- 
ty-five dollars of the overdraw that we did not make any calculation, 
on; the rest, we must acknowledge, isoverdrawn. But we have turned 
into the town treasurer the amount of $227.13 for articles not wanted 
in the department; so it will reduce the above amount to a small sum. 
We have spent the funds as judiciously as possible, and think the citi- 
zens who have visited the house, will vouch for it. And in considera- 
tion of the work the department has done during the past year and the- 
amount of property saved, ought to balance the amount overdrawn, we: 
would recommend that the town appropriate the sum of four thousand 
dollars for the ensuing year, so that a small amount of hose can be pur-- 
chased each year, and by so doing save an extra appropriation for hose.

We have as balance the sum of four thousand one hundred 
eighty-eight dollars and nineteen cents. Of this sum $3,663.39 
was overlay, and $524.80 was the net result of the second assess- 
ment. 

At the Town Meeting held August 15, 1882, the Treasurer of 
the town was instructed to pay out of the funds arising from the 
Assessors’ overlay, such sums as should be found necessary to pay 
for land purchased for schoolhouse on South Main street, and also 
any deficit on building of said schoolhouse. Under this vote, the 
Town Treasurer has paid out $2,500.07. There is still left not 
‘called for under any appropriation yet made, $1,688.12. 

ff none of the departments have overdrawn their appropriations, 
the Selectmen can reduce the town debt sixteen hundred eighty- 
eight dollars and twelve cents, a result which ought to be realized ; 
but judging from the experience of past years, we have little reason 
to expect it will be. 

In our opinion the law relating to the tax on mortgages, has not 
been of benefit to our people. It has increased the burdens of the 
poor, and relieved the wealthy to a corresponding extent.

Report of the Board of Health. 


The Board of Health of the town of Natick, would respectfully re- 
port that among the ‘‘nuisances, sources of filth, and causes of sickness 
examined into, are the following :— 

Privies in all stages and conditions of filth and offensiveness; sink 
drains emptying upon the surface of the ground, or into pools of stag- 
nant water; cesspools, oftentimes with no traps of any description to 
prevent the poisonous gases from passing unobstructed into the houses 5 
barn cellars used not only for the ordinary purposes of such cellars, but 
also made the receptacles of all kinds of sewage, and then provided 
with excellent arrangements for admitting the poisoned air into the ad- 
joining tenements; animal and vegetable matter in various stages of 
decomposition. For the unsanitary condition of things above described 
‘owners, agents and occupants” were variouslyat fault. It does not, 
seem to be generally known that any one of the above-named parties 
can be severally held responsible for nuisances on property in any way 
under their control, and can be compelled by law to abate such nuisan- 
ces. Weare happy to state, however, that, in nearly every instance, 
whatever recommendations were made by the Board, were cheerfully 
complied with. In two cases only was it found necessary to resort to 
legal proceedings, and in both of those cases the offending parties lived 
in other towns. 

‘In September last, a paper, signed by several parties, was presented 
to the Board, stating that the open ditch situated east of, and running 
parallel with, Franklin street, and extending from Harvard street to 
North avenue, (designated in the paper presented as the ‘‘north arm of 
Pegan brook”) was a nuisance, and praying that it be abated. Legal 
counsel was employed by the Board to ascertain who were the owners 
of the property on which the nuisance was situated, and an order was 
served in legal form upon said owners to abate the nuisance within 
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twenty days. No heed was given to the order. After consultation 
with the Selectmen, it was thought best not incur further expense, but 
to refer the entire matter with the proceedings of the Board thus far, to 
the voters in annual meeting assembled, and let them take such action 
as might be deemed best. An article to that effect will be found in the 
Town Warrant. 

Early in the yéar, regulations were put in force in regard to attend- 
ance at the public schools, of children coming from houses where were 
cases of infectious and contagious diseases. These regulations, have in 
general been willingly complied with. In some cases they may have 
seemed to be unnecessarily rigid; but all will agree that to be over-cau- 
tious ts better for the community than undue carelessness. 

While no official regulations were enforced in regard to the burial of 
the remains of those dying from infectious and contagious diseases, yet 
it has been strenuously insisted upon that the funerals, in all such cases, 
should be as private as possible. This is especially trying, as, alas! too 
many of our citizens have come to realize during the past year. But 
here again, all will agree that affection for the dead must give prece- 
dence to protection for the living. Attention is called to the following 
order, recently issued by the Boston Board of Health, as indicating the. 
strict rules enforced in Boston and other -cities, when deaths occur 
from infectious and contagious diseases.

Whereas, the diseases designated as small-pox, scarlet fever, diphthe- 
ria and typhus fever are contagious and dangerous to the public health, 
and have been, and may easily be, contracted at funerals from dead 
bodies, by apartments which have been infected by such diseases, it is 
therefore 

Ordered, That from and after this date no public funeral shall be 
held over the remains of any person having died from small-pox, scar- 
let fever, diphtheria or typhus fever, without the written permit of the 
board of health and under such regulations as shall effectually prevent 
the spread of either of said diseases. 

Ordered, further, that the remains of persons dying of either of said 
diseases shall be at once placed in a tight or sealed coflin, und shall not 
thereafter be exposed to view or disturbed except for burial.

Last summer it came to the knowledge of the Board that hacks had 
been used in place of hearses in some cases of funerals from deaths 
from diseases of the nature mentioned above. Undertakers and livery 
stable keepers were at once notified that such practices must be discon- 
tinued; with this regulation they have readily complied. Should this 
seem to bring additional expense upon any who can ill afford to pay for 
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a hearse, it were better that the town pay such extra expense than to al- 
low hacks or other carriages to be thus used. 

Last July we inspected the south arm of Pegan brook, from its ter- 
mination in Dug pond to where it crosses the South Natick road. We 
found seven sink drains emptying into the brook; one cesspool with a 
covered overflow into the brook; one privy within two feet of the brook ; 
one pig-pen, the wash from which must go into the brook during high 
water; one barn cellar used asa receptacle for manure and also as a 
privy vault, which is flooded by the brook during high water. These 
facts, with the names of the parties permitting the nuisances, were giv- 
en in detail in a report made by us to the Water Commissioners. Since 
making said report we have learned that a sewer, connected with sev- 
eral dwelling houses, empties directly into the brook. The distance, in 
a straight line, from the mouth of this brook to the pumping station, is 
980 feet. The direct pollution of our water supply from these sources 
of filth, must be evident to all. Wesee no other way to preserve the 
purity of our water supply, than by acquiring and maintaining perma- 
nent control of the brook and its banks. 

Finally, the Board would respectfully call the attention of their fel- 
low-citizens to the now well-recognized dangers arising from set wash- 
bowls, especially in sleeping apartments, communicating with cesspools; 
from untrapped drains; imperfectly trapped water closets; too great 
proximity of cesspools; neglect in using disinfectants, the most effec- 
tual of which is very cheap; the imperfect isolation of persons sick with 
contagious diseases; allowing children from families afflicted with con- 
tagious diseases to continue at school; and public funerals of those who 
have died from contagious diseases.

Town Warrant. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, MIDDLESEX 58. 
To either of the Constables of the Town of Natick, GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town, qualified to 
vote in elections and town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall (Clark’s 
Block) in said Natick, on Monday, the nineteenth day of March, 1883, 
at nine o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following 
articles, to wit: ; 

ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers, to include one School 
Committee to serve for three years, one Overseer of the Poor to serve 
for three years, one Water Commissioner to serve for three years, one 
Road Commissioner to serve for three years, a Board of Health, to con- 
sist of three persons, for one year, and five trustees of the Morse Insti- 
stitute, to serve for five years; and also to answer the following ques- 
tion by ballot: ‘Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this town?” 

Art. 3. To hear and act on the reports of Selectmen, Overseers of 
Poor, Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Board of Road Commissioners, 
Engineers of the Fire Department, Board of Water Commissioners, 
School Committee, Tax Collector, and Trustees of Morse Institute, the 
committees on the several cemeteries, und any other committee that has 
been appointed by the town. 

Art. 4. Tosee how much money the town will grant for the sup- 
port and maintenance of schools, for repairs on schoolhouses, repairs 
of school furniture, and school supplies; for repairs of roads, bridges, 
and sidewalks; for the support and maintenance of poor; for paying 
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interest and existing liabilities; for support of the Morse Institute; for 
collecting, assessing, and abatement of taxes; for maintenance of the 
Fire Department; for pay of Watchmen and Police; for Lighting 
streets; for rent of Town Hall; for paying Town Officers; for paying 
military aid and assisting poor soldiers and their families; for the dec- 
oration of Deceased Soldiers’ graves; for suppressing the illegal sale of 
intoxicating liquors; for maintaining the purity of the water supply; 
for planting shade trees on the highway; for incidental and necessary 
town expenses. 

Art. 5. Toseeif the town will authorize its Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money temporarily, in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. | 

Art. 6. To see what action the town will take towards watering the 
streets. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will accept the list of names of Jurors 
as revised by the Selectmen. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to employ 
counsel in cases of suits against the town. 

ArT. 9. To see what the town will fix the compensation of the Col- 
lector of Taxes at, and to elect a Tax Collector. 

ArT. 10. To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money to renew, replace, or pay 
any existing loan or loans, and to issue notes or bonds of the town 
therefor. 

Arr. 11. To see whether the town, by its vote or otherwise, will ask 
the Legislature to extend to women who are citizens the right to hold 
town offices and to vote in town affairs on the same terms as male 
citizens. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will furnish aqueduct water for use in 
water motors at a reduced price, and if so at what price. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will have the valuation of the town 
printed in pamphlet form, or otherwise act thereon. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will,.as the policies of insurance ex- 
pire on town proporty, thereafter assume the fire risk in whole or in 
part upon such property. . 

Art. 15. To see what action the town will take in regard to build- 
ing a Town Hall, or otherwise act thereon. 

Art. 16. To see if the town will adopt sections 1, 2, 3and 4 of chap. 
101 of the Public Statutes. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will cause the extension of water works 
on East Central street, as far as Lawrence Kyte’s house, or to any other 
street or section of the town. ‘ 

Art. 18. To see if the town will accept the following bequest of 
Willard Drury, viz: ‘‘Igive,devise and bequeath to the town of Natick 
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aforesaid, a body corporate duly established by law, the sum of five 
hundred dollars, not to its own use, but in trust nevertheless for the 
foliowing express purpose, viz: To apply the net anuual income of said 
sum to the care and preservation of my lot in the Dell Park cemetery 
so called, in said Natick. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will adopt a by-law in accordance with 
Section 28 of chap. 102 of the Public Statutes, so as to enable the Select- 
men to license suitable persons to be pawnbrokers. 


Art. 20 To see if the town will direct the school committee to em- 
ploy an expert to teach writing’in the schools. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will choose, appoint or direct the ap- 
pointment of the various town committees for the year ensuing. 

ArT. 22. Toseeif the town will grant to the Bacon Free Library 
one-fourth of the dog money. 

Arr. 23. To see if the town will authorize or direct its Collector to 
commence suit against any delinquents owing tax on personal property, 
aud employ counsel, or act in relation to the same. 


ART. 24. To see if the town will repair the fence around the West 
Part cemetery, and grant money for the same. 

Art. 25. To see if the town will cause a new fence to be built around 
Glenwood Cemetery. 


Art. 26. To see what action the town will take relating to the abate- 
ment of a nuisance caused by the open ditch situated east of and run- 
ning parallel with Franklin street, called the north arm of Pegan brook. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will accept of Curve street, as laid out 
by the Road Commissioners; also Oakland street, and also an extension 
of School street, and also Western Avenue, and also Highland street, 
and to see what amount of money the town will grant to build said 
streets and extensions. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will discontinue that part of Leach 
Lane lying north of land owned by Hugh Moran. 

Arr. 29. To see if the town will give the committee, ‘‘chosen Feb. 
28, 1880, to employ suitable counsel to defend them whenever and 
wherever their rights may be assailed,” any instructions relative to the 
bill of the City of Boston for additional legislation for the purity of 
their water supply, or otherwise act thereon. 

Art. 30. To see what action the town will take in regard to purchas- 
ing land for cemetery purposes, or otherwise act thereon. 

Art. 31. To see if the town will appropriate money to build a fence 
around Dell Park Cemetery, or otherwise act thereon.

REPORT OF SPECIAL POLICE ON THE ENFORCE- 
MENT OF THE LIQUOR LAW. 


To the honorable Board of Selectmen, 

GENTLEMEN : — Having been appointed special officer to enforce 
the liquor law—a position under any and all circumstances arduous, 
to say the least—I present a report covering my term of office so 
far as I have any knowledge. It will be remembered that when I 
was put in the above position, not I, but the whole community, be- 
lieved the whole responsibility, so far as enforcing the law, was 
resting upon my shoulders, as it should ; but it has been far from it, 
for I was assailed by the chairman of the board, who told his asso- 
ciates that for the non-enforcement of the warrants I was refused 
any more. In order that the truth of the above assertion might be 
shown (as has been the case of several others), I brought the 
chairman before E. C. Morse, Trial_Justice, who denied the asser- 
tion, claiming never to have made such. 

While my report does not include any service in South Natick, it 
would have been more to my satisfaction (not for notoriety) and 
to that of the public, had I had control of all warrants issued, as I 
should have had, rather to have been a figure-head for a half-dozen, 
as has been the case, and be accused of the non-enforcement of the 
law. 

The periods covered in this report are from May 1, 1882, to 
March 1, 1883, and the whole number of warrants issued was 81. 
While it is useless to mention the officers serving them (as it would 
take seyeral pages to do so), I will say right here, any citizen de- 
sirous of my standing can examine the Court record, which will not 
falsify. 

Of the total number of warrants issued, five have been discharged , 
thirty-four were fruitless searches, and forty-two have been conyict- 
ed to the satisfaction of the law.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


OF THE

Lhe Trustees of the Morse Institute respectfully submut 
their Annual Report: + | 


Since our last annual report, the Trustees have met 
with a great loss in the death of Capt. Willard Drury, 
who for almost twenty years has been a very efficient 
member of our Board, and a faithful and zealous friend 
of the Institute. His strict integrity and admirable 
firmness of character, made him very useful during the 
somewhat difficult emergencies through which we have 
passed, and the surviving members of the Board feel 
deeply the value and importance of his steadfast aid in 
the matter of organizing the library, for the use of the 
citizens of the town. Capt. Drury held, during the 
course of his long and useful life, many offices of trust, 
in all of which he exhibited the same firmness and 
fidelity which has characterized him in relation to the 
library. 

We respectfully refer to the report of the librarian 
herewith transmitted, of the condition of the library, 
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and we commend it to the attention of our fellow-citi- 
zens as a full and exhaustive statement of the details of 
the library. 

We regret exceedingly that Mr. Wight feels obliged, 
by reason of his advanced years and the condition of 
his health, to resign his trust at the end of the current 
year, and we wish to put on record our sense of the val- 
uable services he has rendered to the library during the 
time he has had it in charge. His untiring industry 
and patient attention to. the numerous details of a pub- 
lic library have made him exceedingly useful as a libra- 
rian, and it will be very difficult to supply his place. 

We have, during the past year, published a very 
complete and valuable catalogue of the books in sthe 
library, prepared by Miss Lucy E. Wight, the daughter 
of our librarian. ‘This work has been admirably done 
by Miss Wight, and it will be found to contain, not only 
the names of the books, but also a large amount of in- 
formation as to the classes of books, and the various 
topics of which they treat. We commend this work to 
the citizens of the town, who are anxious to know what 
the library contains, or who may be seeking information 
upon any special subject of inquiry. 

By the fidelity and good management of our late 
Treasurer, Capt. Drury, we are enabled to report that 
the amount of funds in our hands remains unchanged, 
except that the expense of printing and publishing the 
new catalogue has diminished somewhat the balance 
remaining on hand. 

We are enabled, nevertheless, to report an unex- 
pended balance of about twelve thousand three hundred. 
dollars. We append hereto a detailed statement of the 
Treasurer to the Trustees.

Librarian's Report. 


“To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


GENTLEMEN—I herewith submit my eighth andlast annual re- 
-port, it being for the year ending January 31, 1883. 

The great event of the year has been the completion of our new 
catalogue. It was commenced April, 1881, was ready for the 
press April, 1882, and the completed work was received from the 
publishers, J. E. Farwell & Co., Boston, September 16, 1882. 
If, as has been said, ‘‘ our public lbraries are second only to our 
‘public schools, as educators,’’ then, next to having a public li- 
brary, is to know what that library contains; for there is much 
‘truth in the saying, that ‘‘ he who knows where knowledge is, is 
next to him who has it.’’ | 

The catalogue is a volume of 468 octavo pages, and by it the 
‘value of the library must be greatly increased, though the supple- 
mentary aid of the attendants is still often needed to direct inquirers | 
more exactly where to find desired information. Here is a respon- 
“sibility seldom fully met, and where the present incumbents wish 
‘they could have better served the public. ? 

The catalogue can be in the home, where parents and teachers 
may examine it at their leisure, and thus better assist those under 
“their care to a wiser choice. This matter of careful selection, es- 
pecially for the young, has not yet received a tithe of the attention 
“the subject demands. The book chosen must be adapted to the 
age, capacity, and other circumstances of the reader, to be in the 
highest degree useful. We have endeavored further to aid our 
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patrons in this respect, by a variety of careful selections of a few 
pleasant and useful books, for different classes of readers, not for- 
getting our very youngest visitors. These lists have, during the 
past year, been put under glass upon our catalogue table. This 
kind of aid might be extended indefinitely. 


THE CONDITION 
and further progress of the library for the past year may be seen 
from a statement of the leading items of interest, as exhibited be- 
low. 
_ THE ACCESSIONS 

have been substantially as follows: By purchase, 49 volumes, cost- 
ing $70.03; by binding, 63 volumes, costing $20.30; by dona- 
tions, 64 volumes and 44 pamphlets; making the total additions to 
the library 176 volumes and 44 pamphlets. (See appendix for 
volumes donated.) The amount paid for seventeen periodicals 
was $62.25. These are generally bound and put into the circula- 
tion twice a year, The proprietors of our two local papers have 
continued to furnish the Institute with their weekly issues, free of 
charge, for which we here make grateful acknowledgement, and 
these are also bound for reference, usually two volumes in one. 
The Patent Office Gazette, a weekly full of illustrated patents, has 
also been continued, gratis, the past year, and is now at the bind- 
ery. One volume of the Boston Daily Advertiser has also 
been bound and placed for reference. This volume, being from 
July 1 to December 31, 1881, is of special interest as covering the 
entire period of the assassination, lingering. sickness \and death of 
the late lamented President, James A. Garfield. Our town re- 
ports, including in two volumes every year except 1856 since 1850, 
are also at the bindery. 

Two hundred and twenty-seven volumes of worn library books 
have been rebound at the cost of $35.55, making the total amount 
paid for new books, periodicals and binding, $188.13. Ofthe 176 
volumes added to the library, 9 have been put into the reference 
room, 112 into the circulation, and the remaining 55 among the 
public documents, or those for private reference. Among the 
above, a considerable number of periodicals and pamphlets, for 
some years on hand, have been bound, and several volumes have 
been taken from other departments and put into the circulation, 
thus modifying the different divisions. Only one volume was un- 
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accounted for during the year, and two accidentally destroyed ‘‘by 
the dog,’’ were at once reported, and honorably paid for. During 
the last eight years, only seven volumes, mostly juvenile, have been 
lost, unaccounted for. 
Allowing for the above additions and modifications, the several 
departments of the library may be represented as follows: 


In the circulating department, - - 8,811 volumes. 
In the.reference department, - - - 636 4 

In the public document department, - 2,545 4 

In the miscellaneous department, - ~ [AR ae 
Total number of bound volumes, 12,135 


In addition to the above volumes, we have 234 unbound period- 
icals, old and new, and 932 pamphlets. 


OUR PATRONS. 


The number of new cards issued py certificate the past year has 
been 231. ‘The whole number issued from the opening of the In- 
stitute is 4,592. From this number, 477 have been retained with 
fines still unpaid, a decrease of 26 during the year; 400 others 
have been left by reason of death, or removal from town, a de- 
crease of 12, showing a return of former citizens; and 15 remain 
forfeited for a time, by reason of improper usage; leaving 3,700 
available for present use, a net increase of 267 over last year. 


THE CIRCULATION. 


The library has been opened for the delivery of books as usual, 
four afternoons and two evenings each week, excepting four weeks 
in August and five holidays, viz.: Washington’s birth-day, Fast- 
day, our Mechanics’ fair, Thanksgiving and Christmas days, leav- 
ing 188 days for delivery. 

The number of volumes loaned was 27,648. The highest num- 
ber loaned in one month was 3,335, in March; the lowest 1,552, 
in September; the highest week 875, the lowest 314; the highest 
day 523, the lowest 19; and the average library day, 147. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


The following table exhibits approximately the total number of 
volu mes, in the circulation of each class specified, the ‘number of 
volumes loaned from those classes, the percentage of each and the 
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number of times on the average each class has been loaned. It 


also compares the first and last two items with the year 1875-6, the 
first year of my service:

By examination of the above table, it may be seen that the per- 
centage of fiction has diminished 8.8 per cent. in seven years—a | 
movement in the right direction. The percentage of history has 
also improved, while the other classes specified have not materially 
changed. It should be mentioned that fined books and those re- 
newed are not included in the above percentage. It is interesting 
to notice how much our juvenile works are read—nearly eight 
times over, yearly. Fiction, periodicals and travels stand next in 
order. 

FINES AND INCIDENTAL EXPENSES. 

The amount collected on 1,135 fined books was $81.99; ‘for 
damage to books, including two volumes paid for, $2.46; waste- 
paper sold, $1.97, making a total of $86.42. 

The incidental expenses paid from the above have been as fol- 
lows: For postage, $8.95; express, $11.38 ; stationery, $7.37; 
furniture, $7.53 ; cleaning the library, $7.87; extra library assist- 
ance, $8.75; miscellaneous, $5.22—total, $57.07. December 18, 
1882, paid J. O. Wilson, treasurer, $12; February 14, 1883, paid 
balance, $17.35, making a total of $86.42. 

Seven thousand one hundred and twenty-two volumes were cov- 
ered the past year, and other thousands slightly repaired, by my 
faithful assistant, Miss Carrie L. Morse. As each book loaned is 
out on the average about one week, and is loaned nearly four times 
before needing a new cover, a month’s constant usage is doing very 
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well. Were it not for a few exceptions, this average would be far 
better. In other respects, the usage in general is excellent, there 
having been great improvement in avoiding pencilings and the 
turning down of leaves. 


SALE OF CATALOGUES. 


Previous to the completion of our new catalogue in September, 
we had sold supplements to the amount of 95 cents. Since receiv- 
ing the new work, we have sold 22 volumes in cloth at $1.50 per 
copy—$33, and 39 volumes at $1 each—$39. Also, three supple- 
ments, 15 cents, making a total of $73.10. Under the direction of 
the Trustees, the librarian has sent 16 copies in cloth and 2 in pa- 
per, mostly to other libraries, including those especially from 


which we have received the like favor. 


READING AND REFERENCE ROOMS. 


The reading-room, being less frequented than before the opening 
of the rooms below, continues more quiet, and is therefore a most 
delightful place for those having a leisure hour at command. A 
single article in some review is often of more value than a whole 
volume. Many persons, not having time to read large works, can 
in this way often secure the cream of a subject in an hour. Some 
of the most valuable of our present literature will be found con- 
densed in such articles. 

But our reference-room continues the charm of the library. This 
is visited by increasing numbers for reference, and especially by 
many of the youth in our public schools. Certainly, some of our 
teachers are to be commended for the interest they take in giving 
to their pupils subjects for investigation. Not infrequently is the 
room nearly filled with these pnpils, eagerly seeking information 
on the specific subjects. Now, it is all about Longfellow, or Em- 
erson, or Peter the Great; again, it is about some country, or the 
squirrel, or the chestnut tree, or some other useful topic. Such 
studies are of the greatest practical utility, not only in the informa- 
tion thus secured, and the habit of expressing it on paper, but in 
acquainting the young with the sources of knowledge, to which 
they can resort in future years. 

These rooms are now open freely every week day een g to 12 
A. M., and from 2 to 5 p. M., and also from 7 to 9, Wednesday and 


Saturday evenings.

Mr. Leland, the superintendent of these rooms, says, ‘‘they have 
been visited much as last year, though with an increased number: 
of adult citizens. The order and quiet of the rooms, with very 
few exceptions, have been commendable.’’ 

The reading-room above has been furnished with the same peri-- 
odicals as last year, except Appleton’s Journal, which has ceased 
to be published. 

By the ingenuity of our janitor in placing screens and other con- 
veniencies around our stove, the comfort and safety of the libra-. 
rians have been considerably increased. The same skill has effect-. 
ed several other improvements. 

We are again called to feel the loss of another member of your 
Board, in the death of Capt. Willard Drury. Few are aware how’ 
much interest he felt in the welfare of the Institute, or how much: 
he did, during his near twenty years service, to secure for it so. 
broad a foundation. But I leave to his colleagues to speak more: 
fully of his worth. 

In taking my leave of the library, and of you, gentlemen, under 
whom I have now served nearly eight years, I may be allowed to. 
express my sincere thanks for your uniform kindness and support, 
and also to testify to your fidelity in the important trust, so long 
committed to your charge. [I may also add that Miss Morse, the: 
founder of this Institute, was a pleasant pupil of the writer, and 
that he has felt a peculiar pleasure in being permitted so’long to 
aid, however feebly, in carrying on her munificent bequest. Sure-- 
ly, all well-wishers of the town will unite in responding to the de- 
sire that it may be preserved, an increasing good for the ages to. 
come.

BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS | 
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ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Water Commissioners respectfully submit this their ninth an- 
nual report to the citizens of Natick. The Board organized by the elec-- 
tion of Calvin H. Perry as president and Edward Clark as secretary... 
James W. Morse was appointed superintendent. 

The reports of the treasurer and superintendent furnish all necessary- 
information in regard to the receipts, expenditures and condition of the: 
works, and we respectfully invite you to peruse their reports. 


WATER RATES. 


The citizens of the town must remember that we are in debt to a 
large amount for the works, and that the engine and boiler are fast 
wearing out, and the town will have sooner or later to go to a large ex- 
pense in getting new ones; so the water rates, for all purposes, ought. 
not to be reduced below the present rates. 


WASTE OF WATER. 


We call attention of all water-takers to the fact that our supply is: 
known as “high service,” and that it costs something to pump every 
gallon into the reservoir, and every gallon wasted is therefore so much 
actual loss to the town. 


SINKING FUND. 


Your attention we call to the law of 1875, requiring towns and cities: 
to establish from year to year an amount sufficient, with accumulation 
of interest, to extinguish the debt within the time prescribed by said 
act. The town have established a sinking fund, but take so much from 
the income of water rates for extending the main pipes, that the amount. 
left is not sufficient to meet the requirements of the law of 1875. 
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PURITY OF WATER. 


Once more we call your attention to the fact that we deem it of the 
utmost importance that the purity of our water should .be. maintained 
from all adulteration from whatever causes, and hope all citizens will 
report any causes which would prove injurious to the cleanliness and 
purity of the water.

Superintendent's Report. 


To the Water Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN :—I hereby respectfully submit the ninth annual 
report of the Natick Water Works, such as comes under my care, 
with a general statement and condition of the works. 


It is with pleasure as we examine the result of the year and find 
a steady progress is being made towards a self-sustaining depart- 
ment. And I trust that all water-takers will take such an interest 
that the above result may be obtained. ‘The gain in the rates for 
the past year has been $626.50, with a prospect of more this year. 
And with the renewal of the first series of bonds in 1884 at a low 
rate of interest, we can look forward to a self-sustaining depart- 
ment within two years. 

PUMPING STATION. 


This has needed more attention this year than usual, as time 
begins to tell on the pumps and boilers, which have been repaired 
at an expense of $350. This year, there are other repairs that are 
needed and should not be delayed any longer. It is the opinion of 
many that there should be’another boiler placed there this season, 
so as to guard against any accident that may occur. 


MAIN PIPES, GATES AND HYDRANTS. 


This part of the works has not caused much trouble the past 
year, except one short street where there has been more leaks than 
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on the whole works. It was caused by a careless joint-maker. A 
large number of gate boxes will have to be replaced this year, as 
many are of wood, and are decayed, and should be replaced with 
iron ones ; otherwise the above are in good order, as far as can be 
seen. There have been 1168 feet of 4-inch pipe laid, also 276 feet 
of 6-inch pipe, as follows: 800 feet on Vale street, 536 feet 8 
inches on Morse stret, 331 feet 6 inches on Chester street, 246 feet 
on Eliot street; three gates and one hydrant. Also a two-inch 
main on Bellevue street of 373 feet; also a one-inch main in Court 
between C. Child’s and G. Nute’s house. The above includes all the 
main pipe laid this year. The above, with the service-pipe, has 
caused the construction account to increase $1,591.94 for the past 
year. 


RESERVOIR. 


This has been filled to the height of fifteen feet many times the 
past year, and shows no signs of weakness. There is one source of 
trouble that should be remedied, that is the growth of weeds on the 
bottom—which is very filthy—and has got rooted so ‘that it grows 
very heavily and quickly, when the water is warm, and causes it to 
tuste. This can be overcome by cementing the bottom, which 
would save the expense in a few years, as it takes about three days 
to clean it, with a number of men, which could be done in as many 
hours if the above suggestion was carried out; also the risk of 
pumping direct, which, if an acvident should occur, might cause a 
good deal of trouble. 


SERVICE PIPE. 


There have been forty-one services applied for, which have bee” 
laid and water turned on to all but one, and have increased the 
rates to the sum of $381 per year. This makes the number of service 
laid 884, of which 22 are shut off on account of vacant premises 
and other causes. There are about 100 service boxes that will have 
to be changed this year for iron ones, as the wood ones are all 
decayed. ‘The following statement will show you what each part 
has cost, without deducting stock on hand as in previous report ; 
also the increase from year to year, and the cost of water per mil- 
lion gallons, in reservoir, with the record of the pump and amount 
of water pumped each year.

Report of the School Committee. 


The School Committee present the following report of the School 
Department for the year 1882-3. 

The primary schools have been kept for thirty-five weeks, the gram- 
mar and sub-grammar for thirty-six weeks, and the High School, at 
the close of the present term, will have been in session during forty 
weeks for the year. 

It would be desirable to give in detail statistics of attendance and 
other matters, in our annual report; but as severai of the schools are 
still in session, it is of course impossible to do this with any such full- 
ness as would present a fair view of the subject. 

This results from the action of the town some years ago, requiring 
the school report to be published with the town report. This compels 
the school committee to give a report of the year’s work some time be- 
fore the year is ended, the necessary consequence of which is that our 
report has a somewhat unfinished appearance. This, however, is iney- 
itable so long as the present method of publishing is continued. To 
continue the summer term later than the twentieth of June, is not good 
economy; and to begin the fall term earlier than the first Monday in 
September, is not practicable. To’get the requisite number of weeks 
for the fall and winter terms, with such vacations as experience has 
shown the best interests of the pupils demand, added, brings the close 
of the winter term close to the first of March, for the lower grades, and 
carries the higher grades considerably beyond this date—the date at 
which our report must be made under the present rule. 

This, however, is not of the first importance. The general condition 
of the schools, what they are accomplishing, what progress the pupils 
are making in the work of obtaining an education, what improvements 
we have made, if any, what we contemplate—these are the points on 
which information is desired. These we proceed to mention, or such 
of them as we deem the most useful and interesting. 
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ATTENDANCE. 


This has been interfered with to an unprecedented degree, by sick-- 
ness of both pupils and teachers. Diphtheria has been the chief cause- 
from which the pupils have suffered. During the fall term this com—- 
plaint was very prevalent, and ina malignant form. We have been: 
saddened by the loss of many bright young faces from our schook: 
ranks, by the ravages of this fatal disease; and our hearts have been: 
filled with sympathy for those parents who have been called to mourn. 
the untimely loss of their loved ones, and whose affliction has beens 
much keener than ours. 

It seems to be an unsettled question among the medical fraternity. 
whether diphtheria is a contagious disease. Unless it is, we have been, 
unable to see that pupils attending school were more liable to the dis-- 
ease than those remaining at home. Nor have we been able to see that 
the latter have been more than the former exempt from its attacks. 
We have sought advice and suggestions from our intelligent board of* 
health, and have followed them when given. We have used every 
precaution to keep the school-houses and their surroundings in as high. 
a sanitary condition as possible. We have also taken the utmost pains: 
to ascertain the earliest appearance of this affection in any of the pu-- 
pils, and in all cases have excluded such pupils from school until they: 
could present a certificate from their attending physician that they 
could be readmitted with safety. But whether the disease is contagi-.- 
ous or not, the alarm of parents and their natural dread of subjecting ~ 
their children to any possible risk there might be—which many, proba- 
bly most, think to be great, arising from attending school—has operated 
to keep many at home a large part of the time. This feeling of the pa-. 
rents we have fully appreciated, and have not insisted or urged even, that. 
the pupils should be in school until the parents were satisfied that dan-. 
ger was past, and willing to have them return. We have been convinced, 
however, that the ahsences have been much more numerous and long-- 
continued than the demands of safety required. The effect of this trou- 
ble has been to ereatly impede the advancement of the classes, especi-. 
ally in the primary schools, in some of which during much of the time: 
since the beginning of the fall term, the average attendance has been: 
less than half what the rolls would indicate. This has been an insur— 
mountable obstacle in the work of the teachers, and has had a most dis-- 
heartening effect upon them; for of all things, absence is the worst en-- 
emy of the teacher, and the one most dreaded. Besides diphtheria, 
there have also been numerous cases of severe colds, sore throat, and. 
kindred disorders, which though not so serious, have still been the 
cause of much absence, and have in many cases been very severe, if’ 
not dangerous. <A leading cause of this. we are convinced, is the bad, 
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ventilation of many of the school rooms. This subject of ventilation is 
justly attracting more and more attention as the people generally are be- 
coming better informed about it, and especially in regard to schools, as 
we have observed in reading the school reports of other towns, in which 
itis a subject of frequent mention. The necessity of pure air to the 
normal and healthy action of the vital functions, and to all vigorous 
use of the mental powers, is so apparent to any one in the least ac- 
quainted with the common truths of physiology, that argument in its fa- 
vor need not be used. Those who know the condition of the atmosphere 
in which many teachers and pupils pass several hours of each day, par- 
ticularly during cold weather, have no occasion to wonder that the for- 
mer become irritable and worn out by their labor, and that the latter 
are listless, languid and lacking in interest in, and attention to, their les- 
sons; and it goes without saying, that the pupil whose interest in his 
work is not awakened and his attention to it secured, attends school to 
very little purpose. 

But why not open the windows? Fresh air can thus be easily had in 
abundance. This would naturally be the first remark of any one who 
had not considered the matter. But the reply is, in that direction lies 
a danger of a different kind, not less great and more immediate. If 
the windows are kept closed, those within are slowly poisoned by 
breathing over and over the air rendered foul by the impurities thrown 
off from their lungs in their own breath, and by the unhealthy exhala- 
tions of their own bodies, which are continually passing off into the air 
in the form of insensible perspiration. If the windows are opened the 
lurking demons of throat disease, coughs, colds, pneumonia, catarrh 
and consumption rush in and fasten their deadly hold upon their help- 
less victims. It is the choice between Scylla and Charybdis. But the 
hazard must be run, air must be had or suffocation would ensue; there 
is no help for it, the windows must be opened, and then exercise what 
care they may, the teachers cannot avoid exposing the pupils and them- 
selves to cold drafts more or less; and just here lies the cause of much 
illness and absence, alluded to above. And there can be no doubt 
that many good constitutions have been undermined, and the seeds of 
future weakness and suffering scattered in this way. We would refer 
those desirous of further information on this topic to an able and inter- 
esting article on School-room Ventilation, by P. J. Higgins, M. D., in 
the Popular Science Monthly for August, 1881. 


But can this difficulty be remedied? And if so, how? We believe it 
can be very largely, if not wholly. We have given the matter much 
careful thought and discussion. We have read what we could find on 
the subject, consulted experts, and examined various devices. Some 
of the latter are so expensive as to preclude all consideration of their 
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adoption, others only partly meet the requirements of the case, and 
none of them seem to assure success. 

To secure thorough ventilation in a room not originally planned to 
provide for it, is no easy matter. We believe, however, we have a 
plan by which this greatly desired result can be obtained. We believe 
that a modification of the plan adopted in building the new schoolhouse 
on South Main street, which has proved highly satisfactory in use, can 
be applied at moderate cost, and with strong promise of success. The 
p lan in question will be more fully spoken of in that part of our report 
re lating to the new schoolhouse. We have given this subject consider- 
able prominence as will be seen, but not greater than its importance 
demands. It hasin various ways, during the year, been forced upon 
our attention more strongly than ever before; and we intend to keep 
at the problem until it is solved. We feel that if we can obtain a rea- 
sonably complete solution of it, we shall thereby do as much to benefit 
the schools, to guard the health of pupils and teachers and to secure 

heir comfort, as in any one thing we could do. 

We have introduced some new features into the school work with a. 
view to make it more practical—that is, to make it bear more directly 
on the future business needs of the pupils. At the beginning of the 
year we introduced mental arithmetic into all the schools above the pri- 
maries, except the High School. In this, the pupils are exercised daily 
in solving, mentally, problems adapted to their age, such as would be 
likely to arise in the ordinary affairs of life. This step met the warm ap-— 
proval of the teachers—the study is enjoyed by the pupils, and is highly 
beneficial in cultivating the habit of ready and accurate thinking. It has 
not yet been long enough in operation to produce any marked general 
results; still we have been struck by the facility in dealing with ques- 
tions involving the relations of numbers, displayed by many of the 
young pupils. It seemed strange to some of the parents that two arith- 
metics should be required. 

But the methods of mental and written arithmetic are quite different. 
Neither can take the place of the other, and both are needed. We can 
confidently assure the parents that the money paid for the book was 
well invested. We hope and expect that this move will do much tow- 
ards removing the well-founded complaint that our schools do not give 
the pupils as good training in arithmetic as they ought. We have said 
that this complaint is well-founded; on the other hand some carry it to 
an extravagant degree. No school can make the average pupil of four- 
teen — the average age at which most of our boys and girls leave the 
grammar schvols—finished arithmeticians. They may become very 
expert in the fundamental processes, and many of them do; but the 
ability to grasp and clearly comprehend the principles underlying the 
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more complicated operations, is rarely developed at that age. We some- 
times hear of the marvellous achievements in the old district schools; 
and it is not to be denied that occasionally great skill in dealing with 
arithmetical questions was developed in those schools. But the average 
was low. And again: in thedays referred to, it was common for young 
men and women to attend school till they were twenty years old and 
even older. It was nothing unusual for a young man coming from col- 
lege to teach those schools to find many of his scholars older than him- 
self. From eighteen to twenty the reasoning faculty rapidly develops, 
and three or six months at that mature age is worth, for mathematical 
studies, more than double that amount of time at thirteen or fourteen. 
Some of our people seem to be astonished that a boy or girl of fifteen, 
when they are both mentally and physically in the gristle state of devel- 
opment, so to speak, nervous under the responsibility of being called 
upon to perform an actual problem, on the correct solution of which 
much may be depending, should not be as cool, as self-poised and sure, 
as a man who has been dealing with such problems for a score of years. 
But this is wholly unseasonable. The pupils fresh from school, called 
to confront the realities of business life, must be allowed time to become 
steadied by experience and to gain confidence in themselves. Still, we 
believe our schools can be made to accomplish more in arithmetic than 
they do, and we are earnestly seeking that object. 

In the matter of spelling, too, we have taken a step in advance, in- 
duced thereto by the low state of this branch as shown by the examina- 
tion papers of the candidates for admission to the High School. With 
the introduction of Munroe’s Readers, some years ago, the use of a reg- 
ular spelling book began gradually to decline, as those readers aimed to 
combine spelling with reading. But the result of this course was not 
such as to recommend its continuance. Here again our best and most 
experienced teachers were unanimously in favor of a regular book. We 
adopted Harrington’s Speller, which by its general arrangement and 
its method of giving lists of words and then using them in sentences to 
be written, seems to fulfill the requisites of an admirable text-book for 
teaching spelling. The lists of words are grouped on what may be 
called the topical plan, thus aiding the memory—for spelling in our lan- 
enage is entirely a matter of memory—by the law of association. We 
think it is working well. It is attractive, and makes the study interest- 
ing. The teachers speak of it with strong approval; but still the test 
of any book is in the results produced, and of these it is yet too soon to 
speak with certainty. 

During the summer vacation, we arranged a course of study substan- 
tially in accordance with a scheme prepared by the masters of our gram- 
mar schools, whom we had requested to give us their suggestions. It 
went into operation at the beginning of the fall term, but on trial it has 
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been found too extensive. 

Although it calls for less from the pupils than the one it displaced, 
still we think it gives them too much to do—more than they can do 
well. Then we looked the field over to see where reduction could best 
be made, and after full deliberation we have decided that it can be most. 
wisely made in the study of geography. Geography is a branch of 
knowledge instructive, entertaining and liberalizing in its effects on the 
mind, but it has less bearing on the affairs of every-day life than any of 
the so-called common school studies; and we keep constantly in mind 
that it is the every-day needs that must first be provided for. We by 
no means underrate its value, nor ignore its claims toa fairly prominent 
place in a course of common school study; but it has, in our opinion, 
in recent years gradually usurped a position that its relative value does 
not warrant its occupying. 


Not more than half the time given to arithmetic, should be given to 
geography. All study of this branch should be based on map-drawing, 
moulding, and study of the globe. This plan of proceeding again 
brings in the aid of association. The broad general features alone of 
the subject should be aimed at. Minutiz should be omitted, save in 
some cases where localities, otherwise insignificant, have been rendered 
noted by celebrated historical events. The work done by our teachers 
in this study, has been of a high order of excellence. The only trouble 
as there is too much of it—which is not their fault. To load the mind 
with an infinite mass of minute details, serves no useful purpose; they 
cannot be retained, and if they could would be of small value. But 
they rapidly fall out of the memory, and take with them the more im- 
portant parts of the subject.. If less were learned, more would be re- 
tained. We have reduced the amount considerably already, to relieve 
the classes, which we found were being overworked, and .with the 
beginning of the next year’ we intend to reduce it a good ‘deal more. 
We think that from one-third to one-half of the amount now required 
may be wisely omitted. This will give more time for arithmetic, read- 
ing, writing and spelling. 

‘There has been some complaint from parents that the pupils have 
been required to do too much work out of school, and we think with 
teason. We do not intend to have more than one home lesson given. 
On the other hand, we do not think the pupils leaving school at so early 
an age as many of them do, can afford to spend their evenings without 
any study. A reasonable part of the evening, one hour at least, may 
be so used with profit. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


There were forty-seven applicants for admission to this school at the 
examination in June, all of whom passed. The examination was, as 
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nearly as we could make it, equal in difficulty to the one of the preced- 
ing year, which about one-fifth of the applicants failed to pass. This 
shows a decided and gratifying improvement in the work in the lower 
schools. The class admitted has continued the study of arithmetic 
twenty-four weeks. Having completed their work, they are now about 
to take booe-keeping inftead, whjch will be continued through the year. 

We have begun to form a four years’ course of study for this school. 
In doing this, we are proceedings by experiment to ascertain at what. 
time the various studies can be taken up at the best advantage. . There 
has been a disposition in the past to mark out elaborate courses of study 
and then attempt to fit the pupils to them. We now propose to reverse 
this Procrustean method, and fit the course of study to the pupils. 

Besides arithmetic, the class have taken physiology. This certainly 
deserves to be considered as a practical study, dealing as it does entirely 
with matters that relate to our physical well-being. These two studies 
have been required of the entire class. Those who wished, took Latin 
for a third study; and those who did not take Latin, have taken a reg- 
ular course in English literature. In this latter branch, it is our aim to 
give the pupils a fair acquaintance with as many of the best writers in 
our language as the time will permit. 

We feel as well satisfied with establishment of this branch through 
the school, as in anything about it. Itis not easy to think of any better 
thing to do for the young, than to introduce them to the best minds of 
the Anglo-Saxon race, to cultivate in them a taste for the best books, 
to teach them how to read understandingly and the habit of thinking 
while they read. The best thoughts of: the best minds endure in the 
form of standard literature. To lead the pupils into this field, and 
make them even partially acquainted with its priceless treasures, is to 
reveal to them an exhaustless source of wisdom, power and beauty. 
A love for good reading is the only sure antidote for a class of reading 
which too many spend their time on, and which is worse than 
worthless, consuming time and yielding no return. The work in 
literature is being well done. As before stated, book-keeping will be 
a regular study for the whole class the balance of the year. These 
branches, with usual literary exercises, will constitute the work. What 
the second year will be, will depend upon the condition we find the 
class in at the close of the vear. The introduction of these studies by 
enlarging the course, necessitated the employment of another assistant 
in addition to the two there before. This makes four teachers for the 
school, and the work affords them all full occupation. : 

At the close of the summer term 23 pupils were graduated from the 
school. The graduation exercises were held in Concert Hall, June 29th. 
They wére of a high order, and reflected great credit on the school.

NEW SCHOOL HOUSE. 


The need of more room to properly accommodate the pupils in the 
central part of the town having long been urgently felt, the matter was 
brought before the town at the last annual meeting, at which three 
thousand dollars were voted to erect a new school house, and the school 
committee were directed to select a lot and erect a suitable building 
thereon. In pursuance of this instruction we bargained for the lot of 
land on South Main street, known as the Washburn lot, being deter- 
mined in our choice by its advantageous location and its admirable fit- 
ness for a school ground. The lot contains a little more than two acres 
of land. Itis high and dry, and in all respects a healthful and pleas- 
ant location. Itis of ample size to furnish the children room for exer- 
cise and play without their being driven into the street. The price 
agreed upon was thirteen hundred dollars. Mr. George E. Archer was 
employed to furnish plans and specifications for the building, and to 
superintend the work of its erection. For this work he was paid one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars. | rt 

We determined, after much deliberation, to erect a building that 
should contain room for four schools, although not so much was needed 
for immediate use, our own judgment coinciding with the general opin- 
ion that it would all be required within a few years. Itseemed wise to 
provide for the future, since it could be easily done and at little addi- 
tional cost. The contract for erecting the building was awarded to 
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George Brierly, his bid for the same being the lowest of any offered. 
He fulfilled his contract to our entire satisfaction and approval, and so 
expeditiously that although he did not begin work until June 15th, the 
building was ready for occupancy on the 11th of September, and school 
was opened in it on that day. Before we had proceeded far with our 
work, we saw the sum appropriated would come far short of meeting 
the necessary expense. We resolved, however, to go ahead as long as 
the money lasted, and when it was gone to call atown meeting and ask 
for more. Accordingly a town meeting was called on the 15th of Au- 
gust, the case laid before the meeting, and an additional sum of $1117 
asked for to go on and complete the building. This was granted with- 
out objection. A bond for the land had been taken. As this was on 
interest, it was moved by Mr. R. HE. Farwell that so long as the town 
had sufficient funds on hand to do it, the land be paid for and a deed 
for the same be taken by the town. This wasalso voted, and a deed to 
the town was soon after executed and delivered to the town treasurer. 
The rooms are planned to seat fifty-six pupils each, as many as ought 
ever to be under the charge of a single teacher. It is not necessary to 
go into detail in describing the building. We aimed to have it substan- 
tial and convenient. No money was spent for show. The rooms are 
extremely pleasant, being high, airy and well lighted. 

There is one feature of ‘it, however, which we mention with much 
satisfaction; and that is its ventilation. In this, it is a decided success. 
This is secured by,the peculiar construction of the chimneys. These are 
so built as to give three flues in each—a central one for smoke and fire 
draft and on each side of this one for ventilation. Of the latter, one is 
designed to ventilate the room on the lower floor, and the other the 
room above. Two registers open into this flue in each room, one near 
the floor, the other near the ceiling. When a fire is made, the central 
or smoke flue soon becomes warm, and in turn warms the ventilating 
flue, thus creating an upward current of air. The register near the 
floor being opened, a steady current of air from near the floor of the 
school room flows steadily through the register. The heated air from 
the vicinity of the stove rises to the top of the room, spreads through 
the room, and instead of escaping at the top through an open window, 
or any other aperture, is drawn downward by the current into the reg- 
ister. Thus the benefit of the heat is obtained, and the air, by this con- 
stant circulation, is kept pure and sweet. This isa simple plan, but it is 
scientific and based on the well-known laws of pneumatics. In case 
the room becomes too warm, the upper register is opened, and the tem- 
perature is speedily lowered without danger to the pupils. This plan, 
we believe, can be introduced into our other school rooms with advan- 
tage, even though it cannot be made to work so perfectly as trial has 
shown it to do here.
